The voters an'd the officials of the 


Town of Jamestown have been in a 
peck of (rouble over the annual town 
election which /will 'take place next 
Wednesday, There has been consid- 
erable confusion and uncertainty as 
to what names should' appear on the 
ballot, and court 'proceedings were in- 
voked to settle the argument - As the 
matter now stands, the only names 
to be printed on the official ballots 
are those men who were nominated In 
tho Republican caucus held recently.

the 


Alton-Head wing of the party carried 
the contest generally, nomination pa- 
pers were circulated for a number of 
.the present incumbents and received 
apparently the .requisite number of 
signatures. These nomination papers 
were filed with.Town Clerk Sever- 
ance and the Town's attorney was 
called upon, for advice as to whether 
they should- appear on the ballots. 
Learning that it was the intention to 
place these nominees on the ballet,

When honest men aro 


made to feel that fhcy are constantly 
under suspicion, and' that they aro 
liable to be prosecuted with chances 
of serious penalties, it checks their 
spirit of enterprise. They devote K 
great amount of energy to keeping 
out of the clutches of the government, 
when their time should be devoted to 
promoting the Industrial development 
of the country. As n result business 
expansion is. impeded.. 
. The new administration-will keep 
n careful-watch over the business 
world to see that abuses ore reasona- 
bly well repressed. But its first pur- 
pose will not be to pursue business 
men, 
nnd it will assume that they am 


honest until evidence to the conlrnry 
appears.

It will lay out programs for promo- 


tion pf trnde and prosperity. 
It will 


try to help'on .airefforts for more 
efficient production nnd marketing ol 
goods.

It \vjll tend to keep our 
factories busy and our workpeople 
employed, and accomplish fur inoro 
benefit than n policy of repression 
nnd susiipicion.
